THREE WALL STREET NAPOLEONS. 
Some days ago, when application was made 
to a United States Judge in New York City 
to enjoin Ives & Co. from making any at- 
tempt to validate or confirm the $9,000,000 is- 


‘gue of watered Cincinnati, Hamilton & Day- 


ton stock, there appeared even in the inner 
circles of Wail street a disposition to censure 
Mr. Ives severely and rudely strip him of the 
title ‘‘ Young Napoleon of Finance,“ to which 
he succeeded upon the incarceration of Fer- 
dinand Ward at Sing Sing. Later, when the 
court refused the injunction, there was a 
turn in the feeling, and a still stronger doubt 
arose when it was hinted that the courts 
might bold the purchase of the Bajtimore & 
Ohio by the syndicate of English 
and American bankers subject to the 
prior contract between Ives and Gar- 
rett. Ives himself coafidently holds 
this view, and it is said to have the support 
of eminent counsel, Ives says: I expect 
to carry out the Baltimore & Ohio deal my- 
self. Notoneof my mghts is waived.” If 
this be true the powerful ayndicate beaded 
by Baring Bros. and Drexel, Morgan & Co. 
may be left in the lurch, While Young Na- 
poleon III.“ retains his title and his profits. 
The mere suggestion that Ives may yet come 
out ahead shows that it is premature at pres- 
ent to attempt to wrest away any of his Wall 
street laurels. 

Ives’ methog of getting control of rail- 
roads, hypothecating securities, issuing new 
stocks and bonds, and putting them up for 
more collateral is only Gouldism in new 
hands. It Ives be termed a “ Young Na- 
poleon”’ because he robbed the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton & Dayton in this artistic style Jay 
Gould must still be regarded as Napoleon the 
First. Ivesis not an originator, but a bold 
and skillful imitator. There is nothing new 
in his performances, nothing original in his 
conscienceless, audacious method of looting 
@ railroad in accordance with the applied 
principies of Gouldiam. He secured control 
of a majority of the stock of the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton & Dayton by margin operations, 
and then issued $9,000,000 of preferred stock, 
which was sold by Ives & Co., fiscal agents 
of the railroad, to Ives & Co., brokers, the 
firm thus giving checks drawn by themselves 
upon themselves and receiving from them- 
selves to themselves payment for the stock. 
So far as it goes this is only a familiar applica- 
tion of Gouldism, and in order to carry out 
the teachings and example of the master to 
complete success it would only be necessary 
tor Ives to get the fraudulently issued stock 
into the hands of innocent holders” so that 
its yvahdity could not be disputed. This Ives 
claims to have done If so be is in the lan- 
guage of Wall street a Napoleon. But he is 
not Napoleon the First; nor even Napoleon 
the Second. Gould is Napoleon L and Ward 
is Napoleon II. Ives stands an excellent 
chance of being indicted, tried, and sent to 
keep company with Ferdinand Ward, his im- 
mediate predecessor in the Napoleon busi- 
ness. The distinction between the Wall 
street Napoleons who continue to rule the 
stock market and those who go to the peni- 
tentiary is that ene class succeeds and the 
other fails to carry out cunningly-devised 
schemes of raacality. 


THE BONDAGE OF LAND-OWNEBRS. 

Fond as the land less followers of George 
ere of styling therhselves slaves it is a 
fair question whether the term will not ap- 
‘ply with greater accuracy to the land-owners, 
who, being also the possessors of nine-tenths 
of the taxable personal property, are charged 
with almost the entire burden of public taxa- 
tion. After all, the terms “slavery” and 
“freedom” are only relative. No man en- 
joys absolute, unregulated freedom im either 
person or property. The Government re- 
serves authority to conscript its citizens if 
necessary in an emergency and put them in 
the front line of battle to “pay with their 
bodies, whether they desire 90 to 
do or not. Hedging. in the personal 
liberty of the individual and re- 
taining power to command his services, 
and even his life when necessary, the Gov- 
ernment also puts a restriction on property 
richts, and allows ne man the privilege of 
absolute private ownership. Contrary to the 
theory of the Georgeites, there is no absolute 
private ownership of land in this country, 


whether the owner makes any profit or not, 
and even, after making compensation, to dis- 
possess the holder against his will, seize upon 
the property, and convert it to a public use. 
The rights of ownership e rights of 
personal lberty are both limited, and if any- 
thing less than absolute freedom and inde- 
pendence be considered slavery,” then such 
is the condition of property-owners and tlie 
penniless alike. 

In a time of trouble the man without prop- 
erty can easily loosen his bonds of allegiance 
to the Government and deport himself to 
another country. The oitizen owning only 
personal property may get away in like man- 
ner, taking his possessions with him or se- 
creting them so that they will not become 
subject to the levies of the Government. No 
such course is open to the owner of real 
estate. If be leaves the country his property 
remains subject to whatever burdens may be 
laid upon it, and liable to be seized and put 
up at auction if the demands of the Govern- 
ment are not met. As President Cleveland 
has sagaciously observed the soil remains 
in its places.“ and the owner cannot escape 
the burdens which its possession entails upon 
him. The Government exercises the power 
to take from him, not according to his ability 
to pay, but in proportion to its own needs, 
and realestate is the one kind of property 
not to be secreted or carried off, but aiways 
before the eyes of taxgatherers and tax- 
eaters. 

The holders of reai estate, being also the 
possessors of nearly all the taxable personal 
property, pay 95 per cent of all State, county, 
town, and city taxation and cannot escape 
their disproportionate share of taxation. Be- 
ing in a minority, they have nothing to do 
but pay the voted on them by others. 
The man who has saved enough to buy a 
house and lot holds his property subject to 
the annual burden put on it by the votes of 
those who have never acquired proper- 
ty and never expect to except by 
schemes for voting the savings of 
the thrifty into the pockets of the 

thriftiess. Real-estate owners supply the 
funds which are exploited by boodle officials 
or wasted in jobs and lavish expenditure; 
they maintain the asylums, support the un- 
fortunate, and supply food, clothing. and 
lodging for creatures demented on account 
of sensual indulgerce as weil as for paupers 
and vagrants left destitute because of their 
refusal to work or save. Ali the self-made 


lunatics, paupers, and public beggars are 
loaded on the shoulders of real-estate owners 


but the Government retains authority to tax 


“misfortune” to unbridled licentiousness 
and debauchery. Not only must the land- 


owning taxpayers contribute to the support 


of our own broken-down victims of sensual 
indulgence, but they are required to main- 
tain the hordes of lunatics, paupers, and 
vagrants deported from Europe. The aver- 
age home of the real-estate owner in country 
or city is plain and simple, but the asylums 
provided by taxation for the care of impecu- 
nious, self-rained. impeciles are among the 
grandest structures in the land and are fitted 
out without regard to expense. One man 
ruins himself by sensuality and becomes a 
public charge, while another who works and 
saves finds himself levied upon for the sup- 
port of the imbecile debauchee. 

If any one can complain justly of being de- 
spoiled by taxation itis the owner of real 


shifted on him, and he can find no escape. 
There is very tittle realestate in the country 
that will sell today for the original invest- 
ment plus interest and the total of the taxes 
paid, and yet the holders of such property, 
while charged with the support of the Gov- 
ernment and the care of the indigent, infirm, 
dependent, and insane, are pronounced mo- 
nopoliste and oppressors, who hold as 
„Slaves“ other men whose poverty nine 
times in ten results from lack of reasonabie 
forethought, industry, economy, and mor- 
ality. If*slavery” consists in being de- 
prived of the fruits of labor for the benefit 
of others, the real-estate owners have the 
better title to the term. Real estate is in 
bondage, and the land and its Owners groan 
under the multiphed burdens of society. 
From one point ot view the landless voters 
ar® the only free and independent ov 
in this aye 


NEWPORT VULGARITY, 

The Queen of Engiand recently refused to 
allow the present Duke of Marlborough to 
surrender to her in person the garter which 
had been his father’s. The reason for this 
exception to her ordinary custom was the 
character of the proposed donor. The pri- 
vate life of this Duke is a matter of public 
notoriety. He has been concerned in a series 
of domestic: scandais which could not dis- 
grace the family because be was only follow 
ing in the footsteps of his immediate pred- 
ecessors, but they made his own record in- 
famous and should have precluded him from 
admission into what is called our “first” 
society. 

Such has not been the case, however. This 
Dake of Marlborough is now at Newport, 
and appears to be the lion of that resort. He 
has met the prominent members of that so- 
ciety, has attended its balls and receptions, 
and has upon invitation made the house of a 
lady of wealth his bome during his stay 
there. He is sought after, courted, and féted, 
and the fashion papers will probably de 
filled with his doings, as well as those of the 
set which is patronizing him. In this sey it 
is of apparently small account what a man’s 
character is 80 that he belongs to the English 
nobility, and in this case, though the Duke of 
Mariborough’s record is such as should oon- 
fine him to the alleys and slums, he has found 
ready admission into the homes of persons of 
great wealth and presumably of the highest 
social standing. It is fortunate, however, 
that this set is in a minority. He would have 
probably found persons ready to receive him 
at any other place of summer resort, but it is 
due to American society to say that they are 
few and that they belong to the vulgar class. 
They are the people who figure in the gensa- 
tional departments of society columns, who 
air their dresses and jewels for the benefit of 
the Jenkinses, who are loud in attire and ac- 
tion, and who would rather be mentioned 
even in a vulgar way than not be mentioned 
atall. They are the people who command 
attention for their money alone and whose 
sole aim it is to exhibit what it procures. 
Such people would not hesitate to accept a 
member of.the English nobility though his 
spotted character rules him out of good En- 
glish society and bars him from the presence 
of his Queen. Evidently he is among his 
kind. Itis to be hoped that the special com- 
missioner dispatched by the London Times to 
study this country will not make the mistake 
of supposing that the vulgarity of the New- 
port set is eharacteristic of American first 
society, People of this kind are to be found 
everywhere, but they are exceptions, whose 
vulgarity appears only the more conspicuous 
because their great wealth and their methods 
of showing it keep them in the public view. 
There is 8 first society in this country which 
is modest and retiring and which has 
higher objects than mere vulgar personal 
display. A superficial observer or a 
stranger might not make its acquaintance so 
easily, because it does not seek public noto- 
riety and particularly shuns the neighbor- 
hood of sensational newspaper correspond- 
ents. Tne observer who is sincere enough to 
look below the surface will find the best 
American society, and will discover that it 
bas no sympathy with the flashy, loud, and 
vulgar set at Newport, who are playing the 
snob to the Duke of Marborough. Such men 
always find their own level.

REBATES ON MATRIMONY. 

The northwestern portion of the Canadian 
Dominion is at present suffering from a wife 
famine which is of so serious a character 
that various schemes have been proposed for 
the relief of the unmarried. The dearth does 
not seem to be in women or in that terrible 
preponderance of males over females which 
exists in some of our own Northwestern ter- 
ritory, for which no remedy has yet been dis- 
covered. Iv is a dearth of marriages, grow- 
ing out of a surplus of young people of both 
sexes who are not able to contract -matri- 
monial alliances with each other because they 
have previous engagements with other young 
people in Eastern Canada and the World, 
and being impecunious cannot get to them. 
Hence the wifesfamine, the hopeless condi- 
tion of the parties at either end of the route, 
and the os which stand in the way of 
the natural’ increment of population in those 
provinces. 

To overcome these obstacles various 
schemes have been proposed, but that which 
is meeting with most tavor just at present is 
one of matrimony at reduced rates. It is 
proposed that the railroad companies shall 
issue tickets to Eastern points, on one side of 
which shall be printed the amount paid for 
it by the holder, while the other side of it 
shall be a marriage certificate made out in 
blank. When the holder returns, if he can 
show the certificate properly filled out and 

present his bride as a youcher, the whole 
amount paid for his ticket will be refunded 
to him. In this manner it is hoped 
that the population of the North- 
west may in suitable time not 
only be naturally increased but take on some- 
thing like a boom. It seems to be a feasible 
plan and to have many advantages. It makes 
no discrimination between sexes, though the 
great majority of the ticket-holders of course 
would be males. It is a direct encouragement 
te marriage. It must inevitably save great 
trouble and much heart-burning in future, 
for while many would remain true*to each 


other there would be those who, tiring of 


estate. Nearlythe entire public burden is 


law in Canada, so no question of short or fn 


long hau! can come up, nor can any objection 
be offered to the wholesale style of rebate 
contemplated. It would bring hundreds, per- 
haps thousands, of loving hearts together, 
and in their gratitude they would undoubted- 
ly do their best to accomplish the original 
purpose of the scheme. It is a sad commenta- 
ry, however, on the meanness of human nat- 
ure that the people in the older settled parts 
of Canada, who do not want to see the North- 
west flourishing, are threutening to get out 
injunctions, if such a scheme matures, to 


run the ticketholders off on spur roads, dump 


them on sidings, legislate against the valid- 


ity of license-passes, and break up the whole 


business in any way they can. 


THE PYROMAGNETIC GENERATOR. 
The wizard of Menlo Park is reported to 
have discovered two new methods of obtain- 


ing a working foree by producing alter- | 


nations of relative heat and cold in the mag- 
netizable metals, iron being the one used in 
his experiments. At first glance the princi- 
ple would appear to be almost identical with 
that of the thermo-electric pile, which was 
invented as long ago as the year 1821, though 
not developed to a practical use till nearly 
half a century later. But it is really diffe- 
ent, The invention of Seebeck, improved by 
Clamond and others, consists essentially of 
two different metals arranged in pairs and 
soldered together at the ends, with 
the two extremities of the pile“ mtin- 
tained at a wide distance of tempera- 
ture. The result is a constant cur- 
rent, but with a slight tension. Edison em- 
ploys butasingle metal in his new motor, 
taking advantage of the previously known 
fact that the magnetizability decreases with 
an increase of temperature, Iron is found to 
lose but little of that power at any tempera- 
ture less than 220°, and has lost nearly all of 
it when raised to a cherry-red heat. Hence 
his modus operand: may be described is the 
alternate warming and cooling of one ora 
series of iron tubes which may turn or rotate 
between the poles of a horseshoe magnet. 
Qne of the arrangements may be described 
as a number of tubes set in the cirmmfer- 
ence of an upright cylinder which is free to 
turn on ite longitudinal axis. At the lower 
end of the tubes is an earthenware disk, with 
pieces cut out from the northeast ani south- 
west sides of its circumference, while the 
poles of the magnet are on the north and 
south sides of the cyhnder. The application 
of heat (a flame) from below warms those of 
the tubes that are above the openings, and 
they lose in magnetizability. The other 
tubes are then attracted by the magnetic 
poles, and the cylinder turns partly round, 
which exposes another set of tudes to the 
heat, and thus a continuous turning 
is kept up. In this way a motion 
us produced which can be employed as a 
power for the driving of machinery. In the 
other form of machine the two ends of the 
magnet are perforated, and a thin iron tube is 
passed through, extending beyond both and 
having a wire coiled around it vith asbestos 
paper between the tube and the coil. The 
tuve is heated and cooled by alternately in- 
jecting flame and cold air into one end. A 
current of electricity is thus generated in the 
coil. According to the description, this av- 
pears to have been the earliest, as it is the 
simplest, form of the one machine to which 
Edison has given the name of the Pyromag- 
netic Generator, the first deacribed being an 
after application of the*discovery that a use- 
ful motive force can be obtained by rapid al- 
ternations of relatively high and low tomper- 
ature in a single metallic substance. | 
The power gained thus far in the new ma- 
chine is not a large ona, but the inventor is 
fullof confidence it will soon be devel- 
oped so as to equal the capability of the pres- 
ent dynamo, and perhaps to exceed it, while 
the appuratus has the advantage of being ab- 
solutely safe. At the worst it can only stop. 
There is no possibility of explosion, as with 
the steam boiler, while the dangers attend- 
ing the use of the dynamo are reduced to the 
minimum, and the apparatus requires no at- 
tendance to keep it running. In aadition to 
this the excess of heat evolved may be util- 
ized for warming the building that contains 
the machine. It wouki seem that this dis- 
covery is destined to add materially to man’s 
command of the forces of Nature. 


AN ASSAULT UPON THE CHINESE WALL. 

The iconoclast is again abroad. After de- 
molishing in turn Washington’s hatchet, 
Tell's feat in archery, end Pocahontas’ devo- 
tion to Capt. John Smith, he took a rest and 
allowed the world to retain its old favorits 
and cherish its delusions and popular beliefs 
which, whether true or not, embodied some 
lofty idea or held up seme worthy exemplar. 
Even if Washington never cut the tree, Tell 
never saved an arrow for the tyrant, or Po- 
cahontas never interposed her own head to 
receive the murderous blow of Powhattan’s 
tomahawk, these pleasant delusions are ob- 
ject lessons in truth, patriotism, and personal 
affection and gratitude which it is well to re- 
tain. They are not oaly harmiess in them- 
selves but they are the actual living types of 
great ideas. 


For these reasons the.iconoclast has never 


been a favorit with the world. People cling 
to their superstitions as fondly as to their 
faiths. The latest of the class who has 
broken its long silence by his mousing in- 
vestigations is the French missionary, Abbé 
Larrien, who has recently published a pam- 
phiet to demonstrate that the Chinese wall 
does not exist and never has existed, and 
that the myth, as he calls it, originated with 
another priest, the Abbé Martini, who visited 
the country in 1650 and set the story travel- 
ing, which all writers on China have accept- 
ed as truth. The London Times says that the 
Abbé Larrien has lived for years directly in 
sight of what would have been the great 
wali had there been one, that he has studied 
the writings of those who have crossed the 
alleged line of the wall, as well as Chinese 
history, and that the only foundation for the 
story is the fact that a Chinese Emperor, 
hundreds of years ago, did contemplate 
building a wall, but never got farther than 
the construction of some square towers, 
serving as local defenses for villages, and 
not as parts of @ continuous whole. 

Even were the Abbé Larrien correct in his 
statements, what occasion was there for his 
making them! He cannot disturb the image 
fixed in the memory of every man and 
woman who has been to school of this state- 
ly structure, 2,400 miles long, 30 cubits high 
and 12 broad, running its course straight on 
regardless of all obstacles, going down into 
the valleys, climbing the mountains, and 
crossing the rivers without a break, and mak- 
ing the most complete and solid boundary 
line ever invented by man. He cannot dis- 
turb their youthful visions of this huge me- 
ander, defying nomadic Tartars, and offer- 
ing space sufficient on its broad road- 
way not alone for individual celes- 
tial constitutionals but tor traffic 


in puppies, edivle birds’-nests, and other | 


items in the Chinese menu, for the passage 
of mounted spearsmen, or the triumphant en. 
trées of circuses and caravans. The poor

MATTERS OF MUSIC. 


The Life of Da Ponte—His Varied and In- 
teresting Career. 

Mr. H. K. Krehbiel in an article in the New 
York Tribune of :ast Sunday gives some im- 
portant and hitherto unknown facts concern- 
ing the life of Lorenzo Da Ponte, author of 
the librettos of Mozart’s operas “ Marriage 
of Figaro,” Don Giovanni,“ and Cosi fan 
Tutte.“ After exhaustive researches and in- 
quiry Mr. Krehbiel has derived from various 
sources the following information, pesides 
many other particulars of great interest, but 
for which space is lacking. 


Da Ponte’s real name is unknown. He was 
the son of a Hebrew leather dealer in Ceneda, a 
small town of the Venetian Republic, was 
brought up a Jew, but attracted the attention of 
Lorenzo Da Ponte, a Catholic Bishop, who gave 
him an education and his name. He went to 
Venice, whence amorous escapades obliged him 
to flee to Treviso. For lampooning an opponent 
ma sonnet he was ordered to leave the Republic 
of Venice. He went to Dresden and then to 
Vienna where Salieri aided him and Jo- 
seph II. made him poet to the Im- 
—.— Theatre and Latin secretary. Here 
ozart asked him to throw Beaumarchais’ 
comedy, * Le Marriage de Figaro” into an opera. 
The result was the first great success of the com- 
poser. Da Ponte next suggested Don Giovanni 
as & subject, and wrote the libretto. Havin 
won the ill-will of Leopold when Joseph II. died 
he had to leave Vienna. He had married an En- 
glishwoman at Trieste, and started for France 
with a letter to Marie Antoinette, who admired 
some of his works, but learned on the way that 
she was a prisoner in the temple. He, there- 
fore, went to London. An uncut pam- 
hiet written dy Da Ponte has en 
vered in the library of the New York 
Historical Society by Mr. Krehbiel—one 
which appears to have been unknown to, or, 
at least, unmentioned by, all previous writers. 
This to his London history the information 
that before he became poet of the royal theatre, 
London, he spent & year “totally titute of 
employment.“ and then went to Hollahd for the 
E of establishing au Italian theatre there. 
e had almost succeeded, when the defeat of the 
English under Dunkirk changed the face of at- 
fairs. He remained in his position of theatrical 
poet eight years with much profit and not with- 


out honor.” 
financially involved, he fled from 
London ‘to escape the officers of the law. em- 
barking on a Nantucket vessel which 
sailed from Gravesend for Philadelphia 
March 26, 1805. In New York he joined his wife, 
who, he says, had come to America to visit her 
father, bringing 8. 000. her own earnings, with 
her. He embarked in business, and soon lost 
money. He thén removed to Elizabethtown, N. 
J., where he sold liquors and drugs. At the end 
ofa year he became again involved and returned 
to New York and began to teach Italian. Four 
ears later, having accumulated some capital, he 
ea distiller in Sunbury, Pa. This venture 
lasted from June 10, 1811, till Aug. 14, 1818, when he 
found himself again ruined. Returning to New 
York he resumed his. teaching and liter- 
ary enor wrote his memoirs, and 
= ed them in 1823, and was appointed pro- 
essor of italian literature in Columbia College, 
an tment which brought with it no salary 
but privilege of teaching such pupils as were 
willing to pay him tor lessons. In 1830 he added 
another volume to his memoirs. When Garcia 
came to this country in 1825 with an opera com- 
pany, Da Ponte introduced himself as the author 
of “Don Giovanni and Garcia, clasping him in 
her arms, danced about the room like a child 
singing Fin ch han dal rino“ from that opera.

Low Railroad Assessment in Iowa. 
TOLEDO, O., Aug. 31.—[Editor of the Tribune.) 
-The people ot Iowa as well as those ol Chicago 
will be glad that you call attention to the low 
assessment of railroads. The law, at least in 
Iowa, is at fault. It allows a city to levy its rate 
of taxation on only the proportion of mileage 


and not on the value of the railroad within its 
limits. The city levy is usually about twice as 
high as in the country. Hence the railroads don't 
want much of their property taxed as 
city property. But this is not all the 
fault in Iowa. There, by report of 
our Railroad Commissioners, it appears 
that the par value of the stock added to the face 
of the debt of the Iowa lines is about 990, 000, 000. 
Some of the stock 1s very low, but in some cases 
the stock is above par. debt on most of tne 
roads is good. But shrink the stock $80,000,000 
and we have $200.000,000 as the value of the rail- 
roads in Iowa. That is certainly enough to justi- 
fy an assessed value of as our 
Governor Larrabee proposed to plac@ on their 
property. But the other members of the Board 
of Assessors overruled him and cut the assess- 
ment down to $38,000,000. That will make the 
taxes of the railroads $200,000 less than the 
would have been at the Governor's figure, an 
the taxes on the people will be ,000 more. 
This explains one of the reasons why the Gov- 
ernor is more loved by the people than by the 
railroads.

The Switchmen Carry Their Point. 

The switchmen employed in the freight 
yards have commenced a crusade in favor of 
larger crews upon the heavily loaded trains 
that enter and leave the city.

PERTINENT NEWG6PAPER MAN. 


A Chicago Correspondent Who Tags After 
lishes Bogus Interviews—The Prince of 
Wales Gets Points on Améfican Affairs 
A Lucky Man Who Married into the 
Rothschild Faniily—The Latest Things 
in Women’s Fashions—General Gossip.

The Baron Rothschild Trouble. 

Lonpow, Sept. 8.—[New Yerk World Cable. 
A Vienna correspondent this evening gives 
an account of the trouble threatened against 
Baron Nathaniel Rothschild. It appears that 
he had received an order from court to leave 
Austria. He had apparently made all of his 
preparations to comply when the order was 
withdrawn and an offer of compromise made 
in some way not known to the general public. 
The occasion of the order grew out of the 
anger of the Duke Charles Louis, who is 
noted for his escapades and sensational 
insults to common peopie. When off on 
a lark with some of his wild com- 
panions he sent a request to Baron Roths- 
child for permission to visit his conservato- 
ries. This request came in such a way that 
the Baron did not think the per ceremony 
had been observed. It 1s ble that 
he did not care to have his hothouse thrown 
open for the inspection of the reckless and 
eccentric young man. At any rate he refused 
the request. The Archduke was furious and 
insisted upon the order of expulsion. This 
order was conceded to the Archduke, but it 
could hardly have been carried out. It 
have created such a public scandal that the 
Emperor could not have insisted upon it, as 
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family, including even the bride’s own 
mother, abstained from being present at the 
ceremony. Parisian society, instead of show- 


ing sympathy to the young couple and approv: 
ing this love match, as was generally expected 
would have been the case, has openly taken 
the part of the offended relatives. The sole 
ahd unique reason of the discontent of the 
Rothschild family is the religious faith and 
comparative poverty of the Belgian nobie- 
man. No other objection can be made against 
Mile. Héléne de Rothschild is one of 
atest heiresses in Europe. She has 
not o the fortune left her by her father. 
but she inherited last year a further legacy 
of several millions of dollars from her grund- 
mother, the Dowager James de Rothschild. 
In addition to all this she wih eventually in- 
herit her mother’s fortune. It is the first 
time that such a number of million dollars 
have been withdrawn from the Rothschild 
business.

THROWN FROM THE TRAIN, 


Dr. Wetmore, En Route to Washington, 
Found Unconselous by the Track. 


Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 3.—[Spedial. 
There is much uneasiness and excitement 
among the doctors who arrived here this aft- 
ernoon on the St. Louis special Baltimore & 
Onio train over the mysterious disappear- 
ance of Dr. A. Wetmore of Watertoo, III. No 
one on the train remembers paving. 
him since the train .left Grafton, W. Va., 
early this morning. Shortly before reaching 
that place, between 5 and 6 o’clock, Dr. Wet- 
more got up and dressed. Several per- 
sons on the train remember seeing 
him at Gra but not after leav- 
ing that point. © fact that he was 
missing did not occur to one until the 
train was moving out of Cumberland, where 
the stop was made for breakfast. Some one 
inguired for bim, and then it became known 
he was not on the train. Mr. Bacon of the 
Ohio & Mississippi Railroad, who had charge 
of the train, made a thorough search of ail 
the cars, but Dr. Wetmore could not be 
found. He telegraphed back to Cumberiand, 
but nothing was heard ef the missing man 
nor could anything be learned from the sta- 
tions between Grafton * Cumberland, un- 
til late 4 dispatoh was received from 
Pennsboro, W. Va., a small station on the 
Baltimore & Ohio i 


near that place. He was 
badly bruised and was unconscious when 
found. His condition was such that he 
could give no particulars of the accident, and 
from this it is feared that his injuries are 
very serious, though probably not fatal. 
Several pbysicans are attending him, but the 
advices received here do not show the nature 
or extent of the wounds received in his fall. 
Everything learned here goes to bear out the 
theory that he was thrown from the car when 
turning a sharp curve. He will probably not 
be im à condition tobe moved for several 
days, and friends will go to his assistance 
from here tomorrow. Dr. Wetmore’s pres- 
ence at Pennsboro, however, increases the 
mystery of his disappearance. He was last 
seen, according to the stories of those who 
saw him on the train, at Grafton. Fenns- 
bore is forty or fifty miles west of Grafton, 
and itis not known how he got back there. 
He occupied a berth in the last sleeper on 
the train, The gentiemen’s toilet-room was 
at the rear end of me car. He evidently had 
washed and combed his hair, and then 
eg out on the rear end of the train to 
catch asight of the mountain scenery. As 
the train leaves Grafton it begins ascendin 
the mountains, and one unacquainted with 
the steepness of the ascent and the rapidity 
with which curves are rounded could easily | 
have been thrown off the train and down the 
mountain side. Dr. Wetmore went from 
Waterloo to St. Louis, where he 
the special train bearing the St. 
Louis and Soutbern Illinois delegates to the 
medical congress yesterday morning. He is 
avout 55 years old and has practiced medicine 
in Waterloo fer many years: He is one of 
the most prominent pnysicians in Southern 
Dlinois, is President of the Southern Illinois 
Medical Association, and is noted as the 
most brilliant speaker in it. He was always 
a leading figure at meetings of medical men, 
and was eau famous as a physician ana 
orator, Dr. Wetmore was to have been the 
guest of ex-Senator Haner of Waterloo.

man. Empire immediately. The Emperor’s 
mind is fast failing, and his whole constitu- 
tion is becoming greatly enfeebled. So far 
is the mental disability progressed that he 1s 
no longer capable of even discriminating the 
various natures of his imperial reports pre- 
sented to him. It is reported that the Crown 
Prince, in consequence of the continued vre- 
carious condition of his throat, is willing to 
make his son co-regent with him, and it is not 
unlikely that this may soon be done. 

Loxpox, Sept. 3.—[New York World Ca- 
ble. —A diplomate friendly to French inter- 
ests says: The attitude of Germany to 
France is the same today as it was yesterday 
and as it will be tomorrow. Ifthe life of the 
octogenarian Kaiser is still further prolonged 
and the invalided Bismarck still remains in 
the land of the living the official relations 
between the two countries will be of course 
good, but not cordial. Care is taken not to 
tread on each other’s corns, but when that 
matteur occurs vociferous ‘beg pardons’ 
are heard on every side.

THE PERPETUAL PENSION-LIST, 


Abuses Which the English Tredsury Is Com- 
pelled to Bear. | 

Lorpon, Sept. 3.—[New York World Ca- 
ble.}—The parliamentary committee which 
has just made areport upon the perpetual 
pensiou-list has brought out some interesting 
facts. In these reports there is a long list of 
sinecures of officers with salaries where no 
duties are performed. For instance, the 
Duke of St. Albans is Master of Hawks. He 
receives £965 a year for this office, It is ad- 
mitted in this report that upwards of £200,000, 
or $1,000,000, has been paid to incumbents of 
this office since hawking has become un- 
known in Engiand. In the appendix 
of the report the history. of - this 
grant is givén.. From this appendix 
it appears that the original patent 
was granted by James II., almost immediate- 
ly after the demise of his brother, to the 
illegitamate son of Charles II. and the 
courtesan Nell Gwynn. The salary and ex- 
penses in perpetuity were chargeable on rev- 
enues then at the disposal of the crown. The 
right of the Duke of St. Albans to the annuity 
was hotly contested in 1831, the great year of 
reform agitation, but the Lords of the Treas- 
ury held t it was imperatively incumbent 
on them to make provision for the permanent 
continuance of this donation. The conserva- 
tism of the English legislature has been 
shown in the refusal of Parliament to abolish 
this pension, although the only excuse for it 
was that it was granted by aroyal patent 
which has néver been revoked. 

The Duke of Marlborough, the heirs of 
Lord Amhurst and Lord mouth, the as- 
signee of the Earl of Bath, and the heirs 
and descendants of William Penn have all 
commuted their hereditary pension and have 
acce ＋ 1 sums. Earl Nelson still 
receives £5, a year on account of 
bis ancestor's victory at rafalgar. 
a — ll of Grafton 22 422,

Grand Proclamator of tne Court of — 
Pleas has just compounded his pension for 
family services by accepting £15,000. Sir Ed- 
ward Hulse holds on to little less than ten 
guineas a year as compensation for tne loss 
of certain fees in the Court of Chancery.

1 naen.

The Castle Government Trying te Keep 
. Englishmen at Home. 
Loxpox, Sept. 2—fNew York Tribune 


Cable. —From all the signs it is apparent

been attracting so much public attention to 
these scenes by making attendance at these 
demonstrations d criminal offense. The Her- 
bertstown evictions show that in spite of the

THE (ZAR’S HEALTH. 


An Intimation that His Indisposition Is Due 
to Assasins’ Plots. 

Paris, Sept. 3.—[New York Times Ca- 
ble. |—Strange rumors again fill the air con- 
cerning the health of the Ozar. There are 
stories that the bandaged left arm is 
not to be explained by rheumatism, but is 
due toa half successful attack of conspira- 
tors upon the autocrat’s life. There is not 
very much to be found out at thé Castle of 
Fredensborg. The Emperor was to have in- 
spected the Russian war ships in the harbor 
of Copenhagen after attending divine service 
at the Russian chapel. A special train was 
in readiness and under steam when word 
came that his physicians had ordered the 
sovereign to remain indoors. He has since 
only been seen at Noddebo, with his arm in a 
sling, and yet atdinner he is said to have 
used it without apparent pain and with per- 
fect ease. 


RUSSIA’S AGGRESSIVENESS. 


To Build a Railroad That Will Help Her 
Military Operations. 

Paris, Sept. 3.—{New York World Cable.] 
—Dispatches from St. Petersburg state that 
the plans for the construction of a Russian 
military railway from the Caspian Sea to 
Vladivostok, on the Pacific, drawn up last 
winter by Gen. Obrutscheff, chief of the 
Russian general staff, and Gen. Annenkoff of 
the Russian engineer corps, have received 
the final sanction of the Czar, and the whole 
work has now been intrusted to Gen. An- 
nenkoff, who built with such rapidity and 
brilliant success the military railway from 
Krasnovodsk, on the Caspian Sea, to Sar- 
akhsand, Merv. It is fairly believed in mili- 
tary circles here that this railway. uniting 
the Atlantic and Pacific, will be completed 
beforé Oct. 1, 1891. Commenting upon this 
news the Temps says: 

This immense railway system is directed de- 
fensively and offensively toward China. Besides 
its commercial advantages it will permit Russia 
to effectively protect, in case of aggression, both 
the Amowri territory ana the ssowri terri- 
toty, which are constantly threatened by the 
—— of Marchouria and by the fact that the 

uscovite colonies are lost there amidst the yel- 
low-stained populatiofB. By means of this new 
railway Russia will be established in a more 
formidable position in Asia. She will be able to 
launch forth her armies at pleasure either upon 
the frontier of India or upon. the frontier of 
China.

Like many other things, it improves 
with age, and, considering that the marine 
fire service is not a year old, the improve- 


ment in the lot of the firemen is something 


pleasing to them and creditable to the city. 

When Capt. Cowan, now of truck No. 8, and 
his crew took charge of the Geyser, the new 
fire-boat, nearly a year ago, the whole crew 
of ten men slept aboard the boat, which was 
located at Lake street. The officers had a 
neat little cabin aft of the pilot-house, while 
the men were stowed away under the for- 
ward deck. It was comfortable enough—this 
arrangement—during the winter time, but 
would have been anything but desirable dur- 
ing the hot summer months. The boat is one 
mass of machinery; her boiler has a heating 
surface of 2,780 square feet, and sixty to 
eighty pounds of steam are kept on at all 
times. The absorbing qualities of the metal 
and the glowing grates produce a sufficient 
amouat of caloric to satisfy @ Hotteutot 
in the frigid zone. The firemen 
possess some salamandrine qualities, but 
they would have equaled the feat of Sha- 
drach, Meshach, and Abednego if they had 
been compelled to live aboard the boat dur- 
ing the summer and attend to their duties. 

The City Fathers have made such a test of 
the endurance of-fhe men unnecessary by 
providing them with temporary quarters at 
the corner of Throop and Lumber streets, 
at which point the Geyser was placed after 
the big lumber fires of last June. The 
fathers have done more than this, for they 
have provided another boat, the W. H. Al- 
ley, and how the Fire Department, which 
for the last fifteen years has been trying to 
secure fre- is in a fair condition to at- 
tack any blaze that may start anywhere 
along the river-front. 

The Geyser is one of the most complete 
fire-boats in the world. She lies in Samp- 
son’s slip, the first slip west of Throop street 
and south of Main, and about 200 s from 
the house occupied by her crew. The boat is 
commanded by Capt. David W. Evans, with 
the * complement of men: Lieuten- 
— John Powers; engineer, Robert

It was 
suggested by a man who takes considerable 
interest in her work that something in the 
line of improvement might be done by keep- 
ing at the hose-houses in the lumber district

which the Geyser throws. When fighting 
fire back from the river these streams 
can only be used with great difficulty, wing 
to the necessity of clambering over the 
loose sumber which lines the docks. While 
the men are dragging a line of four-inch hose 
over these piles of lumber much valuable 
time is lost, and in a lumber fire “seconds 
are precious,” as Capt. Evans says. With a 
reel to drive up to the land side of the lum- 
ber a line of hose could speedily be attached 
to the boat and the deluge could begin with 
eyo alacrity. 

The Gez ser has only been at her present 
quarters since the fires in the lumber-yards 
two months ago. The W. H. Alley, the sec- 
ond fire-boat commissioned, which has been 
in service since Dec. 31, 1886, was formerly 
stationed at Sampson’s Slip, but after the 
destructive fires above alluded to it was 
thought best to put the Geyser into the lum- 
ber district because of her superior facilities. 
The Alley was one of the largest tugs on the 
river, and she makes a splendid fire-boat.

STILL EXAMINING WHEAT IN ELEVATOR 
A Small Quantify of Poor Stuff Which Will 


Be Taken Care Of Barley Inspection. 

The directors of the Board of Trade held a 
special meeting yesterday morning to re- 
ceive a continuation of the report of the com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the wheat in 
the elevators. After the meeting was over 
President Wright said the committee’s labors 
had not been completed. and would not be 
until e elevator in the city had been ex- 
amined. thought that, owing to the hot 
and long summer, there must be some of the 

r wheat in all the elevators, but not enough 
alarm anybody. Last year the condition 
of affairs was about similar, the only differ- 
ence being that this year the ele vator pro- 
prietors have agreed to remove the objection- 
able wheat in order to reassure the trade. 
The committee had examined the Central 
Elevator and Seaverns houses, and in each 
found very small quantities of bad wheat. It 
is very properly remarked that the wheat 
which has been retired by some of the ele- 
vator proprietors in this city is now private 
property, with which the public has no con- 
and its condition is simply a matter for 
consideration between the owners and par- 
ties who may contemplate buying it.

It was only a few weeks ago that the Gey- 
ser had her first experience in fighting a fire 
on shipboard, and the way she worked on 
that occasion was extremely gratifying to 
her Captain and crew. e steambarge 
Hayward was lying at Thirty-eighth street, 
when fire was discovered in her cabin. An 
alarm was at once given and a couple of land 
companies soon reached the scene, but 
found themselves well-nigh powerless. The 
stern line of the boat was loose, and she had 
swung out into the river. The cabin extended 
out flush with the sides of the boat. It was full 
of flame and smoke, and the seat of the fire 
was aft of the cabin, so that the land com- 
panies could make but little headway in fight- 
ing the flames. The Geyser, however, ap-

The building is of brick, 
46x36 in dimensions, and one story hgh. 
In the east end of the building, which faces 
the river, are the sleeping rooms of the 
Captain and Lieutenant and the oftice where 
the alarms are received. The west end of 
the building is utilized as a sitting-room, 
bath-room, etc., while the centre room, 21x

His eye might catch the head-line, “One 
Hundred Lives Lost!“ His intelligence 
might compare the words, One Hundred 
Lives——”’ and before he could extract any 
meaning from the word Lost be zed 
forever. Alive and in his usual health he 
would read the words One Hundred Lives,“ 
and, dead as Methuselah, his staring eye- 
balls would reflect the word Lost“ Elec- 
tricity alone could accompligh this and there 
is no doubt that the law and the people would 
be satusfied. 

But as “Salvador” remarks, the elec- 
tricians are not in accord as to the force nec- 
essary.”’ Given a rope strong enough. and a 
drop long enough, there is no doubt that the 
condemned’s neck will be broken; but numer- 
ous accidents have demonstrated to the elec- 
tricians that a current that will instantly 
kill nine men mightonly temporarily ze 
the nerves of the tenth.

Glass, 
for instance, offers such t resistance to 
electricity that itis a perfect non-conductor 
of the fluid. Some human bodies offer much 
2 resistance than others, and the same 

odies are double in power to resist at one 
time than at another. If the skin. be dry, the 
muscles firm, and the nerves buoyant resist- 
ance is much greater than when the body is 
bathed in a salty perspiration and the nerves 
and muscles wavering and weak. The greater. 
the humidity of the body the less resistance 
there will be, becanse water is a good conduct- 
or; and perspiration still furtner diminishes 
the resistance because of the salt in it, which 
isa better conductor than water. Before the 
authorities can safely adopt an electrical 
means of executing criminals, therefore, the 
electricians must decide upon the minimum 
force which would never fal to cause in- 
stantaneous death. 

The advantage of electricity from a hu- 
mane point of view wilt be understood when 
it is stated that it takes longer for nerve sen- 
sations to be communica from the foot to 
the brain than it does for an electrical signal 
to travel from Chicago to New York. ‘Ac- 
cording to Prof. Tyndall, nerve sensations 
travel atthe rate of about ninety feet per 


second. Anyone who is at all familiar with, 


the workings of the electric telegraph knows 
that New York could be signaled from Chi- 
cago half a dozen times during that period. 
The point is settled, then, that if the our- 
rent applied for the purpose of executing a 
criminal be strong enough the condemned 
will be dead before the sensation of the 
shock can reach his brain. 

According to the estimates of a number of 
electrical experts in this city the force of 
electricity which could always be relied upon 
by the executioner would not be less than 
1,000 volts in pressure and ten ampéres in 
quantity. This would be a force technically 
known as 10,000 watts. To generate it a bat- 
tery of 500 cells would be required, or a dynamo 
of fifteen mechanicai horse-power. The first

There are Hudson 
River lights in exposed situations where the 
spring ice may give thema grinding which 
are built substantially enough of brick or 
stone. But the typical lighthouse, standing 
on a green bank, out of reach of flooding, is 
an unambitious sort of wooden building. 
painted white, of no imposing hight, and wit 
a modest oil lantern. Almost as character- 
isticeis the sloping brick or timber base, 
planted in mid-river, with what might well 
enough be a flagstaff fixed upon it, and a lan- 
tern or a bell, or both, swinging from the top. 
The lightkeeper in sucn cases lives ashore, 
and, as night sets in, while you are pushing 
by in haste to select a camping ground, you 
see him with a half dozen hghts in his 
boat rowing leisurely from lantern swing to 
lantern s and hoisting them up. Laght- 
nouses or no lighthouses, wili be water 
enough to float the Sioux for many 2 your 
et, even if the bigger craft must stay below. 
ere is no use in being too critical. The 
Hudson is, at whatever part of its course you 
take it, a great stream, and the canoeist, 1% 
cially the canoeist with a camera, counts his 
grievances perhaps the more closely, because 
it isn’t human -nature to dwell exclusively 
upon joys. A camera upon a canoe — 
au everyday joy. There are few people who 
can sketch well enough to pay for the time 
they must put upon it, and yet the unskilled 
many may like some souvenirs of their sum- 
mer, or have some artistic instinct if not ex- 
To them the camera—the 
little detective that one can use from a boat 
even in pitching water without bothering 
with a tripod—is a treasure. With a bundle 
of dry plates in the hatch and the platehold- 
ers repienished night after night while lying 
on one’s back under a blanket in lieu of a 
dark room, in the woods, groping with un- 
certain fingers, the instrument is always 
ready, and it preserves for you the frowning 
side of Storm King, the grassy knoil where 
you breakfasted, the water weeds lying on 
the river, the ever-changing river life, with 
a fullness of detail that will make the voyage 
a living reality instead of a fading memory 
for years. 

The upper river is much more sociable and 
populous than its lower reaches. Besides the 
big through steamers there are many smaller 
ones, whose names are strangers in New 
York, wnich ply between such points as A- 
bany, Catskill, Castleton, Hudson, and Coey- 
mans. In the summer the railroad must lose 
much of the local passenger traffic through 
these little craft which ply between the river 
towns, furnishing at nominal rates quick. 
easy, and pleasant communication. We met 
impromptu picnic parties every where on these 
1 — steamers. It is always holiday 
on the Upper Hudson, and the faces of the 
people one seesdo not have that careworn, 
engrossed expression so common in the cities. 
Then, to make the river more lively, there 
are hosts of hay barges—the softest the 
Sioux was on the bales of hay of the 
Harvest Home at Castleton—and canalboat 
tows without number, their crews grown 
sociable and gossiping and visiting from boat 
to boat, all crowd —— in the compara- 
tively narrow river. n there are always 
the fishermen, whose big net reeis are pict- 
uresque objects all the shore, stretch- 
ing their gaunt arms into the air. We 
wondered what the tishermen — es pe- 
cially when we were hungry, to make the in- 
dustry the important one it evidently is, sup- 
porting great numbers of people so far up 
stream. One morning we watched a vaciturn 
old fellow sorting the boat-load of flapping 
things he had brought up when he reset his 
nets at the turn of the tide. There were bi 
fish and little fish, fish that he valued an 
fish that he threw away, but where he found 
a market for them unless the summer board- 
ers had develo an alarming piscatorial 
appetite it would be hard to say.

Here lay 
the canalboat, the skipper’s wife mixing 
bread under a flapping awning on deck, the 
skipper himself dandling the baby—ina long 
white slip like land babies—in his big hands. 
Here the small boy tried his luck at eeling 
and begged for just one chance to paddle the 
Sioux. Here all the wise men of the village 
lounged and smoked and let their legs hang 
over the wharf. The Upper Hudson is not 
lonesome. Sometimes—say about 6 o’clock 
at might—wouid that it were! The woods 
may deserted, but their suspicious trim- 
ness suggests the possibility that the canoe- 
ist may be running the risk of dogs and bird- 
shot; or, at the least. indignant queries for 
pitching his tent in them, and the gray 
sguirreis are too plentiful and too tame not to 
seem preserved.“ However, the tent must 
be pitched, for, remembering the faces of the 
tidy summer folk in their white muslins and 
tennis shirts, we have grown shy of hotels. 
Had we ever in our lives worn aught but 
blue flannel?

should lead to complications, and we crept to 
our beds of grass and hemlock twigs in silence 
like the wicked conspirators we feit our- 
selves to be. 

The big new Capitol at Albany is visibie 
from far down the river, surmounting the 
pile of buildings at whose feet lie the lo 
rows of docks and wharves. A little cree 
just below the heart of the city harbors a 
couple of boat houses, at one of which we left 
the Sioux behind while we strolled into the 
city. There are many reasons why Albany 
is a point of interest to the traveling canoe- 
ist, one of which is that he.can get something 
to eat there. Then «he will meet there a 
number of the foremost canoeists of the 
couptry, members of the Mohican Club, and 
finally he will go and sit in the shade in the 
park and count his blisters while looking u 
at the Capitol and the fine new town-hall 
with its big square tower. Fora city which 
recently celebrated its bicentenniali—or was 
it fifty years more?—Albany looks new, but 
there are on its outskirts many famous old 
mansions of colonial date to delight the curi- 
ous antiquarian. 

We had reached Albany, not the goal of 
our trip, but its turning point and halfway 
mark. e bad had fair weather. We had 
met with uniform courtesy and considerate 
treatment from the river boatmen and people 
living along shore. Our experiences with 
the summer boarders had not been so fortu- 
nate, but in the main we had fared well. 
Turning our eyes southward we now 
traversed again the familiar stretches of 
river, discovering new beauties with every 
mile retraced, for with the Hudson familiari- 
ty doth not breed contempt. Upon our home- 
ward trip new beauties were ever unfolded 
to us upon this wonderful river. Then there

‘american System of Gymnastics 


Faulty—Benefits Derived from “Free 
Exercise”—A Talk with One Who 
Knows. 

New Yor, Sept. 1.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.j—There is no country in the world 
where so great a number of sports are in 
vogue, with such general patronage, as in 
America. There are many social philoso- 
phers who, taking no persoaal interest in 
sports, yet look on them with profound satis- 
faction, for they see in them the means of a 
high physical development of the race. It 
would not be difficult to show that vast im- 
provement must result to the physique of the 
rising generation from the universal interest 
in and practice of base-ball, and from the less 
general practice of foot-ball, rowing, swim- 
ming, pedestrianism, lawn tennis, lacrosse, 
and the score and more other games which are 
popular today. But nearly all these are spe- 
cial exercises, calculated to develop sets of 
muscles and spegial skill rather than general 
vigor. There is one class of physical sports 
that is adapted to the general development 
of the body. Reference is made to the games 
of the German Turners, whose vereins“ 
are found in every large city and town in the 
country, and whose influence has extended 
more widely than can be estimated with 
ease. For itis from the turn vereins direct 
that the multitude of college sports of to- 
day have arisen, and 30 also many 


other sports conducted. by men not con- 


nected with colleges... The turn vereins 
are so numerous that everybody knows some- 
thing about them, ana most people have the 
idea that the institution is one of great an- 
taquity, for it would not be altogether rea- 
sonable to suppose that it could become a 
National feature without undergoing the 
slow growth of centuries. The fact is, how- 
ever, that the Turners originated in the pres- 
ent century, and the rapid rise of athletics in 
American colleges during the last fifty years 
has been due to the fact that among the hot- 
headed democrats who were compelled to 
part company with the German Fatherland 
were several learned men who found their 


way to professorships in our institutions of 
learning. There they became influential, and 
their enthusiastic spirits led to the introduc- 
tion of recognized athletics and the building 
of gymnasiums. And about the same time 
other exiles from Germany who were not 80 
learned in books organized turn vereins here 
and therein New England, and the move- 
ment fora national development of the race 
— in the Fatherland was continued 
ere. 


TEACHING CHILDREN FREE EXERCISE. 


The Germans are nothing if not thorough. 
They believe that the education of a man 
involves the complete development of all his 
faculties and functions. Hence his physical 
perfection is looked to in the exercises which 
are intended to promote the advancement of 
the whole individual. This sical educa- 
tion begins with the child in Germany and 
prevails throughout the whole country. In 
this country it is spreading, and the Teutonic 
element lends it an active support. In the 
City of New York the principal hall is the 
New York Turn Verein, Nos. 66 and 68 East 
Fourth street. It is a four-storied, cream- 
colored brick buiiding. This gymnasium has 
a membership, including adults and children, 
of over 1,000. . The Central Halle on Seventy- 
seventh street has about 500. Tht Blooming- 
dale Turn Verein has a roll of over 300, 
while that at Hariem has about the. same 
and the one at Melrose, One Hundred and 
Fiftieth street, a little less. Besides these 
there is the new organization. includ) one 
or two Congressmen, Judges, wealthy brew- 
ers, merchants, politicians, and the ethical 
preacher, Felix Adler, numbering in all up- 
wards of 1,500, that is going to erect a mag- 
nificent Turn Halle on ixty-seventh street. 
It will be one of the largest and best-ap- 
pointed gymnasiums in the world.

He is thor- 
oughly in earnest on the subject of gym- 
nastics and likes to talk of it. 

Physical culture,” he said, “is a regular 
thing in Germany, and is edasa part 
of the educational system. It is attracting 
much attention now in the United States, 
not only in educational establishments, but 
in the larger cities where gymnasiums are 
erected. e rd of Education in New 
York favored the introduction of instruc- 
tions in gymnastics into the public schools. 
and wished the sum of $2,000 to be set aside 
for this object. This was not complied with 

y the Board of Appropriations, and so it has 
not yet been done. Mayor Hewitt is in favor 
of the plan, however, and it may be carried 
out soon. .

Zola’s Latest Work Disgusting Even 
His Friends—Pfofits of Writing Filth— 
Fashionable Society Dancing the Ga- 
votte in Old-Time Costumes. 

Pants, Aug. 21.—[Special Correspondence. | 
—Being in England recently I found myself 
in the Village of Coniston. It is not much of 
a place. But I remembered that John Ruskin 
lived near by, and I took advantage of the 
fact to go and see him at his splendid home, 
Brantwood. It is one of the pleasantest 


homes, { think, in all that land of homes. 


The great house is an artist's ideal of ram- 
bling, picturesque beauty, and the spacious 
park that surrounds it seems like a corner of 
the Garden of Eden before apples were ripe. 
It is on the shore of a beautiful lake, beyond 
which hills rise in purple majesty. Itis only 
three miles from Coniston, right across the 
lake. Vet 80 carefully has the seclusion of 
nature been preserved that there is not an- 
other buman habitation visible in any direc- 
tion from Brantwood nor any work of homan 
skill save the mossy ruins of what was once 


a stately manor-house. 

There is now current a rumor that Mr. 
Ruskin is insane. I suppose it is all non- 
sense. Certainly it was untrue ten days ago, 
and less. He was as rational a being as any 
man in the world when I saw him. I found 
him before I reached his house, walking 
among the trees. He does not receive many 
visitors, but all who come are welcome, pro- 
vided they are in sympathy with him. He 
does not even care ſo assure himself of the 
visitor’s identity. In the first three minutes 
of conversation he reads his soul. If he is a 
lover of nature and natural art he is wel- 
come, though he be the humblest of beings.

I wondered if that was a catch“ question 
intended to test my artistic instincts. Per- 
haps; yes, almost certainly. Sol made as 
appreciative a reply as possible. It seemed 
to satisfactory to my host, and he at once 
entered into an encomium upon that sheet of 
water that tor ten minutes held me speech- 
less and almost .breathiess with admiration. 
Mr. Ruskin’s writings are magnificent. But 
his off-hand conversation is even more glori- 
ous in its wealth of thought, splendor of dic- 
tion, and rfection of poetic imagery. 
When he talks it is like some great master 
improvising on a musical instrument. You 
are entranced, and yet you grieve to 
think that it is all being lost, so far as per- 
manence is concerned, and you long to be a 
stenographer so as to take down and pre- 
serve every word. From the lake he turned 
to the sky; then to trees, grass, birds, flow- 
ers, insects, the sunlight, the — M in 
fact almost everything that presented itself 
or was suggested. As he talked we walked 
on side by side, and I must confess that I did 
so mechanically, without noticing or know- 
ing where I was or whither I was going, un- 
til he called my attention to that sketch of 
Turner’s,” and then I observed that we 
were in his house and seated in his library. 

I will not attempt to describe or even enu- 
merate the literary and artistic treasures 
that room contained. They were bewilder- 
ing. And Mr. Ruskin’s running flow of com- 
ments and explanations as he showed me ob- 
ject after object was like the music played 
during a sumptuous banquet. Here, for ex- 
ample, were the original manuscripts of Sir 
Walter Scott's Waverley Novels.“ Mr. Rus- 
kin showed me that of Woodstock.“ The 
writing was Wonderfully clear, firm, legible, 
and handsome. There were no blots and few 
erasures or alterations. ‘ Beginning at the 
first portion of the manuscript and turning 
over page after , Mr. Ruskin called my 
— to its 2 excellence, and then 
said: 

“This manuscript is the greatest monu- 
ment of Scott's greatest greatness.“ 

I asked, with alook of surprise and inquiry, 
for an explanation. 

“Scott was busy writing this bock,“ con- 
tinued Mr. Ruskin, when he received the 
news of his financial ruin; utter ruin that 
would have crushed the average man. 
these pages were written before he heard it. 
He was then rich and prosperous. How firm 
and smcoth the writing is! It is the hand of 
a man happy and at peace with the world. 

over a dozen more pages. Now he has 
heard = aa He * . — is bank - 
rupt. He is a gar. Is the writin ragged, 
tremulous, despairing? Not a bit of it. It is 
just as firm and smooth and beautiful as be- 
fore. It is the hand of a man whose soul is 
so great that adversity and prosperity are to 
it mere incidenta of less weight than the 
small dust in the balance.“ 0 

There were also in the library several large 
cabinets fllled with precious stones and rare 
minerals. Some of these were of almost price- 
less value. There were diamonds of many 
colors— black, white, yellow, and green. There 
were — masses of lapis lazuli. There 
were the largest opals I had ever seen. The 
were the largest in the worid, my host sai 
and some of them, ofarich blue tint, were 
quite unique in color. There was a diamond, 
small in size but of such pertect clearness 
that it did not seem extravagant for Mr. 
Ruskin to say that he got it for a mere trifle, 
only $5,000. It is,” he said. the most per- 
fect stone in England of its size.“ I alsosaw 
his famous collection of agates, comprisin 
fine specimens of every known variety, and 
— considered to be the finest in the 
worid. 

The books in the library were, I noticed, 
all richly bound. It is a strong point in Mr. 
Ruskin’s creed that a good book deserves a 

cover. There were numerous manu- 
scripts, on vellum, ar back into the tenth 
and tweifth centuries. ere were also many 
sketches, aquareiles, and paintings on the 
walis. ost of the water-coiors were Tur- 
ner’s, although the t Turner collection 
was up-stairs in . Ruskin’s bedroom. 
There was a portrait of Turner from 
his own hand at the of 16. There 
were also several of Mr. Ruskin's own pict- 
ures. The stairway, as we ascended it, was 
decorated with many sepia drawings—all by 
Turner. Then, at last, we stood in Mr. Rus- 
kin’s own bedroom, face to face with the 
Turner collection. Itis the collection of all 
others. There were twenty pictures, all wa- 
ter colors, and all, Mr. Ruskin declared, ab- 
solutely perfect. There is not the infinitesi- 
malest shadow of a defect in one of them.” 
They represented Turner’s whole life, and 
were arranged in chronological order. The 
first was done when the artist was a mere 
boy; the last was done in his last years, and 
was painted expressly for Mr. Ruskin. The 
great art critic went from picture to picture 
with me, expatiating on the beauty and per- 
fection of each just as the most ardent lover 
might dwell on the charms of his mistress. 
Then he led me off to view other treasures, 
then to see the exquisit prospect from the 
various windows of his house, and soon 
hour after hour, till I suddenly discove 
that I had ied far longer than I had in- 
tended and tore myself away. And in all 
that time Mr. Ruskin had notso much as 
sought to learn my name, or where I came 
from, or why I came to see him. 

The bottom of what Lord Tennyson calls 
“the trough of Zolaism has been reached. 
No less than five of the famous novelist's 
warmest supporters have become disgusted 
with him and have publicly renounced him. 
They have not only renounced, but also de- 
nounced him. They lament his dedadence 
from his former glories. They bewail his 
fall from they deem the classic hights of 
“ L’Assommoir” and “ Nana to his present 
level.

The duel between Jonathan Cilley of Maine 
and William J. Graves of Kentucky, both 
members of Congress, is notable from the 
fact that there was not the least personal an- 
imosity between them. Both went upon the 
field expressing the highest regard for each 
other, fought with rifles at ar and 
on the third fire Graves shot Cilley dead. 
The seconds, who were Henry A. Wise of 
Virginia for Graves, and George W. Jones, 
afterwards Senator from lowa, for Cilley, 
were biamed for the fatal termina- 
tion of the duel, 
sponsible for it. The duel turned entirely 
upon a point of honor. Cilley had made 
some very severe strictures in debate upon 
the character of James Watson Webb, the 
famous New York editor. Webb sent hima 
Challenge by the hands of Graves, which 
Cilitey refused to receive, not on the ground 
of bemg opposed to dueling, but on the 
ground that Webb was not a man of honor, 
and hence not entitled to demand the 
satisfaction usual 23 gentlemen. It is a 
maxim of the C that a person 
taking that position makes himself amenable 
to the second, because it is a reflection on 
him that he would act in such a matter for a 
man devoid of honor. Graves took this view 
of it. and accordingly sought out a second for 
himself and challenged Cilley. .Cilley 
accepted, ali the time professing the highest 
regard and friendsbip for Mr. Graves. He 
chose rifles at eighty vards. The first two 
shots proved ineffectual, but the seconds 
made no proper efforts to then settle the mat- 
ter. At the third fire Cilley fell, mortally 
wound, and died on the und. There have 
been many other duels between members of 
Congress, but none more foolish than this. 

As the sentiment against dueling wasvery 
strong in the North, and in many States there 
r legal enactments against it, 
the Southern firé-caters at one time thought 
they could insult Northern men with 
impunity, but they sometimes t very 
much the worst of it. In the 
assailantof Charles Sumner, Preston Brooks. 
chailenged Anson Burlingame of Massachu- 
setts. Burlingame accepted and proposed 
‘rifles at the Clifton House, Canada, which 
the valiant Brooks declined. About the same 
ume Roger A. Pryor of Virginia, now a weil- 
known lawyer in New York, challenged John 
F. Potter of Wisconsin, and when Potter ac- 
cepted and proposed bowie knives Pryor de- 
chned the combat. But long before these, 
which are probably the most recent cases of 
challenges in Congress, more than one 
Northern man had displayed a determination 
in such matters that secured for them a most 
studied courtesy. ' 

A rather amusing case occurred in 1839, in 
the House of Representatives, between : 
Glasscock of Georgia and Richard Biddle of 
. The latter was a brother of the 
famous Nicholas Biddle and was an accom- 
plished gentleman and a lawyer of distin- 
guished ability. A few days after he came 
to Washington he sent to the Speaker a 
memorial signed by some of his constituents. 
It proved to bean Abolition document, and 
was denounced by Gen. Glasscock with great 
bitterness, and he spoke also with so much as- 
perity of Mr. Biddle that the Speaker called 
him to order. At this point Mr. Biddle rose 
and said that he wished the member from 
Georgia might be allowed to proceed.

Number This Year Wm Be Much 
Greater—Fast Time, Unprotected Cross- 
ings, Long Trains, and the Absence of 
Danger Lights Responsible for the Mur- 
derous Work Constantly Going On. 

“T witnessed a ‘singular coincidence late- 
ly,” said a gentleman who has an office on 
Madison street and resides in Evanston.

The statistics relating to local railroad acci- 
dents demonstrate that there was nothing re- 
markable about the above occurrence, 
The railroad “bunched,” as base-ball 
men would say, a few accidents, 
similar coincidences are liable 
to occur at any time. There 1s some- 


thing appalling about the regularity with 
which men, women, and children are killed 
and mangied by the railroads centering in 
Chicago. In 1885 there were 150 deaths from 
railroad accidents in the city. Last year the 
number had increased to 184, and if the ratio 
for the,first six months of 1887 is maintained 
the Coroner will have found verdicts upon 
240 cases. Let so quietly does this massacre 
go on that the public is unaware of its mag- 
nitude. Railroad accidents at crossings have 
become so frequent that the publication of 
the details has failed to interest the average 
reader. 

It is impossible to get accurate statistics re- 
lating to local railroad accidents that do not 
result fatally. The records of the County 
Hospital are a blank upon the subject. Coro- 
ner Hertz estimates that there is one death 
for every six accidents. This estimate is re- 

ed as low by tne medical staff at the 
unty Hospital. Accepting it as an approx- 
imation, the record for this year will stand: 
illed, 240; wounded, 1,200. The catastrophe 
at Chatsworth pales into insignificance. - 

Appalling as these figures appear, the only 
wonder is that they are not worse. Chicago 
is the greatest centre in the world. 
In the most densely populated portion of the 
city there is a network of railroads over 
which is carried the immense traffic of a 
great metropolis. across these 
tracks is a never-ending procession of car- 
riages, trucks, wagons, and pedestrians. The 
clang of the locomotive bell is drowned in the 
roar of commerce. The children of heedless 
en play around the tracks, and reckless 

ys jump on and off rapidly-moving 
trains. Under such circumstances accidents 
are unavoidable. The laws in relauon to 
railroads entering the city are plain. Pas- 
senger-trains are prohibited from running 
over ten miles freight-trains over six 
miles an hour. The railroad co ies are 
required to have a flagman at all crossings 
east of Western avenue and north of Thirty- 
ninth street. The City Council can require 
safety gates at any crossing where deemed 
necessary. At night all trains are required 
to dis a conspicuous light on the forward 
end ot a train. If r up the light must 
be placed at the rear of the train. 


near a railroad that the above o 
nances are often a dead letter. With the 
possible exception of the clause in relation 
to headhghts, the companies make no pre- 
tense of obeying the ordinances. Passenger- 
trains rush at lightning s through the 
very heart of the city. ight-trains of 
from twenty to forty cars are sched to 
run over fifteen miles an hour in the city 
limits. Not one crossing in four is provided 
with gates, and in many cases not even the 
reguiation superannuated flagman is to be 
seen. At night, when the danger is greatest, 

temen and flagmen are not to be found. 
The gates are open—a tacit signal that it is 
safe to pass. The driver or pedestrian who 
starts across the almost numberless tracks 
takes his life in his hands. A passenger-train 
running thirty-five miles an hour, the roar of 
which is deadened by long. rows of el 
freight-trains, gives little warning of an ap- 
proach. There is hardly a carri wher 
who cannot relate some hair-bread 
from danger of this kind. 

An article recentiy published in Tas TRI 
UNE demonstrated that the railroad com- 
panies are convicted of violation of the ordi- 
nance in relation to the speea of trains by 
their own tim A careful study of

The most charitable cal- 
culation shows a speed of thirty-five miles an 
hour. Unwilling to trust these figures a re- 
porter of Taz Taran boarded several of the 
suburban trains and was whirled through 
space at the rate of forty and even fifty 
miles an hour, over crossings where flagmen 
were not to be seen and people were hurry- 
ing home from work. 

e railroad officials while tactily admitting 
that the city ordinances are tly vio- 
lated defend their action by a plea that the 
public demands quick transit to and from the 
*city. They neglect, however, to provide the 

precautions 1 of the roads by the cit 
ordinances. There are about 500 railroad 
crossings within the city limits. Few 
flagmen are on duty nights or Sun- 
days. The wages of the 500 flagmen, 
who should on duty at $1.50 a 
night or Sunday, would amount to $312,750. 
It is evidently cheaper to pay a few thousand 
doliars in damages than to pay flagmen. 

A fruitful cause of local railroad accidents 
is the indiscriminate violation of Sec. 1,845 of 
the city ordinances, which defines the length 
of trains that may be moved through the city. 
By it trains are ted to twenty cars, or 
about 700 feet. The prime object of this law 
is to prevent the blockading of the street- 
crossings and the consequent detention of 
traffic. The yardmaster of one of the big 
companies, speaking of this matter, said: 
Forty cars are the average train, and trains 
of sixty, seventy, and eighty cars cross 
streets in all but the aristocratic parts of the 
city. I have counted 125 cars in one train at 
the crossing of the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railway at Twelfth street, pulled by engine 
No. 284. The smallest trains sent into the 
lumber districts are eup of sixty cars. 
These trains have oy wwe men in ch of 
them, one to protect rear of the train in 
case of having to stop; the other is with the 
engine. If the train is stopped—as it fre- 
2 is—he has to cut off all 
the street crossings. It is impossible fer 
one man with a train of forty or fifty cars to 
open crossings under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances in less than ten or fifteen 
minutes. With only twenty cars to a train 
he would be able to open a single crossing in 
a very few minutes.“ 

There is great complaint on account of the 
deiay at crossings caused by long trains. 
Workmen and shop girls are detained and 
afterwards fined for being late. If they at- 
tempt to climb through or over the cars the 
chances are that a mangled body will be 
taken away by the patrol wagon, and sorrow or 
death enter a once happy home. The rdiiroad 
companies have the best of financial reasons 
for not-enforcing this law. A strict compli- 
ance with the twenty-car ordinance would 
mean that a new force of at least 600 men 
would have to be employed, whose salaries 
would aggregate nearly or quite $500,000 a 
year. Fully 100 new locomotives would be 
required, at an expenditure of about 61,750, 
000. By the side of such figures a few acci- 
dents and an inconvenien public are mat- 
ters ofcsecondary consideration. 

The ordinance in relation to the display of 
a“briluant and conspicuous light at the 
front of all trains, whether moving ahead or 
backing — * could be enforced by ail roads 
at very little expense. Its almost total dis- 
régurd proves that the great companies are 
criminaily reckless or thoughtless. Engineers 
in backing up from round-houses to passen- 
ger depots, switch-engines on some of the 
roads, and in all cases where trains are 
pushed in front of the engines no brilliant or 
conspicuous light is displayed. A red light, 
and a small one at that, is in most cases 
all to seen. This light 
is not for the safety of the public 
but for the of preventing collisions. 
The Lake Shore & Michigan Southern and 
the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific passenger

Such a flower, unnoticed and unsought by 
the great world at large, has been the little 
village of Highwood until recent events re- 
lating to the establishment of the military 
post have drawn all eyes upon her. The 
beauty of Highwood has long been recog- 

by those faithful friends who, having 

known her in her former prosperity, have ro- 
mained true in the time of her adversity. In 
years gone by Highwood had a “boom,” 
though that use of the word was then un- 
known. Speculation was rife and buildings 
sprang up on all sides as fast as only Ameri- 
can builders can construct them. Buta 
change came o’er ‘the scene, and for years 
Highwood sat in loneliness waiting for her 
fate to turn. The change seems to have 
come at last, and now perhaps the beauty of 
this gem df the lake shore will be appre 
ciated. 

I have known Highwood for many years. 
One bright Sunday afternoon I wandered out 
with my children. A peculiar opening in the 
woods between two high banks, too lar 
to be the work of nature and yet so r- 
oughly overgrown with grass, underbrush, 
and even trees as to seem untouched by man,

Far back in the obscurity of local tradition 
two men named Hedinger and Peterman be- 
came possessed of a considerable tract of 
land, now chiefly included in the Highwood 
Military Tract. The country was then 
heavily wooded, and these men sought to 
turn the timber into money by cu it and 
shipping by water to Chicago other 
points on the lake. They built a piep so that 
vessels could load, cuta wagon-track through 
the bluff to the shore and sent out gangs of 
choppers under a foreman, and for a time 
business was flourishing. A few houses 
were built, and St. John 
istence.

ruin. As soon as Northwestern was con- 
structed, a switch track for freight-trains 
was laid from the main hne at a point not far 
from the present station of Highwood to the 
brickyard, a distance of about a mile. New 
and improved machinery was procured for 
the manufacture of the brick, and pumps 
were set up te draw up the necessary water 
from the e instead of hauling it with 
horses and wagons as before. A hub facto 
owned and mauaged by 
Methodist minister, and his sons, was 

and flourished for a time. This factory with 
two — t or ten dwellings, and a 
large ng-house for the brick yard 
hands, formed the single street which was 
known as the Village of St. John. 

Either Mr. Dole did not manage well, or 
markets failed, or fortune frowned, or for 
some other of the reasons which lie at 
the bottom of such f 
was not a success. The 
sold, the laborers were unpaid, 
so badly involved that all operations ceased. 
Piles brick were left inthe yardto be 
taken by whoever had a claim 
against the firm or to crumble away. 
Some of the machinery was removed, 
but most of it was left uncared for 
until both buildings and machinery have dis- 
appeared. The hub factory too was closed 
ub and its owners left for more fortunate 
fields of labor, Mr. Kent r., being the last to 
leave. One Sunday ere gy in winter he 
and his wife locked up their house and de- 
parted in a sleigh, saying to the neighbors 
that they were going to visit a daughter who 
lived in Milwaukee, and that was the last 
ever seen of them in St. John. About two 
years atterward one of the sons came and 
took away a wagon-load of beading and the 
best of the furniture, saying it was for his 
parents’ use, and again the house with all its 
contents was left alone and no one ever came 
again to care for it. Thus neglected, it grad- 
ually went to pieces and the contents were 
carried off by any one who liked. 

Another citizen of the place, a Mr. Clark, 
who kept a store, was more careful of his 
possessions, for when he saw the pace was 
doomed he unroofed his house, pulled down 
the walls in four pieces, carri them down 
to the water, and there, making them into a 
raft, floated it up to aukegan, and there 
again set up the house and lived in it. 

Other houses were pulled down and moved 
away, or allowed to go to ruin. The elements 
did their work, and Nature, as she always 
does, strove to efface as fast as possible 
marring traces of man's handiwork. The 
rai track was torn up and all trace of it 
1s now obliterated save the high, regular 
banks which mark the opening through which 
I made my h on my first visit. 
The ground where the row of houses stood 
was long ago swallowed up by the waves of 
Lake Michigan, which year by year stall en- 
croach upon the land. Nothing is left of St. 
John but the crumbling walls of one house, 
which, to save it from the fate of the others, 
has been twice moved inland by its owner, 
the last inhabitant. The pier has been swept 
away, and the wagon are destroyed by 
the washing down of the ravines and the 
overgrowing vegetation. All that remains to 
show that there ever was a village there are 
the crumbling ruins before mentioned and 
and barren waste of ridges which marks the

The crew of the schr Two Fannies stood at her 
pumps for two days and nights without sleep.

VIOLATING THE BRiDGE ORDINANCE. 


Wretched Excuse Given for Detaining Thou- 
sands of People Hurrying to Their Homes. 

Capt. Wécxler, who is in of the ves- 
sel-dispatch telephone station, was asked 
yesterday why he allowed the bridges to be 
opened between 5 and 7 p. m., in violation of 
the ordinance. He said that he never allowed 
them to be opened during those hours except 
in “acase of emergency.“ He exhibited a 
lot of figures and charts showing how the 
river became blocked with vessels while the 
bridges were closed, and argued that if the 
law were carried out literally it would some- 
times happen that every bridge on the river 
would have to be open continuously from 7 
to 7:30 or 7:45.. He thinks he sho be al- 
lowed some discretion in the matter. 

Capt. Weckier and his colleague, Capt. 
Irwin, the fire Captain on the river, seem to 
think it is of more importance to oblige the 
vessel-owners than to obey law and give 
no inconvenience to the pub) The opening 
of the bridges between 5 and 7 is emphatical- 
ly prohibited, and Capt. Wecxler has no busi- 
ness to disobey the iaw to oblige anybody— 
his only reason for disobedience. boiled 
down into plain English, is that he wants 
to please the vesselmen. The Council has 
decided that vessels not through before 5 
must wait until after 7, and it is none of 
Capt. Weckler’s business if they have to 
wait until midnight. Before the new tele 
phone vessel-dispatch system was put 
in operation the law was obeyed, 
and hosts of business ple getting 
home from work, crowded on street 
cars or rushing for suburban trains, were 
always sure of not being bridged.” It is 
different now. The man who allows himself 
only sufficient time to catch u train at the 
Northwestern Depot may be bridged at 
Wells street and see his train go off, and may 
have to wait an hour or all the even- 
ing for another one. The opening of 
the bridges during.the prescri hours in- 
variably inconveniences thousands of ple, 
but whether it does or not Capt. Weckler 
should know, better than to violate the laws 
for the pleasure of the vessel-owners. Capt. 
Irwin said that “those who made this 
law were the ones who ordered it 
not to be carried out,” but what 
he meant by that he would not explain. He 
alse said that the law wouldn't be a law much 
longer, for it was going to be repeal and 
he practically inferred, or seemed to infer, 
that this possibility gene any law-break- 
ing there had been in the matter. Pending 
further action by the Council it will be as 
well for Capt. Weckler to obey the law as he 
finds it.

missioner Williams Says the Poor Must 
Be Cared For— Medical Board Main- 

' ly Off on a Vacation—State Street Bridge 
to Be Opened Monday—The Electric 
Light Plant. 

Mayor Roche has decided to arrange for a 
Chicago delegation to attend the convention 
which meets at Peoria Oct. 11 for the pur- 
pose of organizing a movement to bulld a ship- 
canal from Lake Michigan to the Mississippi 
River. The Mayor was partly influenced to 
this decision by a visit yesterday from 
Senator Bell of Peoria. The Senator 
argued earnestly in favor of the move- 
ment, and was very anxious to secure 
the codperation of the citizens of Chicago. 
There was a strong organized movement, he 
said, in the river towns and throughout the 
West in favor of the scheme. The pian of 
operation was to prevail upon Congress to 
pass the requisit Mgislation and do the 
work. Senator Bell is a member of the 
Drainage Commigsion, and the Mayor told 
him that if the canal could serve as a sewer 
to drain Chicago he wouid be much interested 
in the su of the scheme. He did not 
further commit bimself as to the ship-canal 
‘plan, but said he would consult Sen- 
ator Farwell and the Congressmen and take 
measures to send a properly constituted dele- 

ation to the convention. He emp 

is desire to drain Chicago, and assured the 
Senator that if tne canal scheme would solve 
the protlem be was for it. Senator Bell en- 
larged upon the benefits to the entire West 
that would result from such a canal. It 
would give the whole Mississippi River 
Valley direct water communication with the 
sea, and provide a permanent natural com- 
mercial highway that would always be inde- 
pendent of the railroads. Another of the Sen- 
ator’s arguments was that in case of war with 
England the lake cities could be protected 
trom bombardment from Canadian war ships 
by flats which could be built along the Mis- 
sissippi and sent thence to Lake Michi 
Without the canal, the treaty, which forbids 
the United States to keep men-of-war on the 
lakes, would place the lake cities at the 
mercy of Canadian vessels, which could be 
sent up the St. Lawrence River on short no- 
tice.
